Friday, December 16, a hearing 
was held by the Michigan Water 
Resources Commission in Traverse 
City regarding the upper AuSable. 
Representatives of. Grayling and 
Roscommon city councils were 
present as well as county govern- 
ment. The purpose of the hearing 
was to give the results of an Aug- 
ust, 1966 study of the AuSable, 
South Branch, and East Branch 
and Main Stream.. 

The summary of the water qual- 
ity survey indicated that the two 
primary waste water treatment 
facilities at Grayling and Roscom- 
mon produce the quality effluent 
expected of this type of system. 
Equipment’ is provided at each 
plant but the chlorination use of it 
could be more effective. = 
charge sufficient nutrients (nitro- 
gen and phosphorous) to stimulate 
weed growth in the AuSable. Large 
quantities of weed 
interfere. with swimming ating 
and fishing.

Some homes are unsafe because | 


of faulty construction. One such 
CASE 1S" WHOLE THE VEN pipe GF the 
plumbing is not_of sufficient size 
to function properly. Some are ac- 
tually vented into the attic of the 
house. This is a good way to get 
gassed. Vent pipes which are too 
small often times freeze full of ice 
during the winter and shut off ven- 
tilation. The gases back up into 
the house. : 

In other cases chimneys are not 
insulated properly from combusi- 


ble material. and: cause fires. ‘Ev- 


ery time a home burns and the 
cause is not known the cause is 
generally contributed to faulty wir- 
ing. 

_ Some homes are unsafe because 
a do-it-yourself didn’t realize the 
built in dangers, others are unsafe 
because a contractor was cutting 
corners.

2 ‘‘There ought to be a w tha 
would require builders to build 
homes safely.’’ Theré are building 
standards that builders, plumbers 
and electricians use. 

Before plumbers and electricians 
can be licensed they have to know 
pretty much what is in the standard 
code books. Unless a municipality 
passes an ordiance requiring that 
these standards be followed, build- 
ers do not need to adhere to them. 

At present, neither Crawford or 
Roscommon counties require that 
builders stick to the code.
